ROYCE’ DEAT 


Chiefs Seek Patrolman Who 
Let Slayer of Brother Of- 
ficer Run by Him. 





YOUTH ADMITS MURDER 





Negro Confesses He Shot 
Boyce, Who Clubbed 
Him for Lying. 





A Police Department Investigation was 
started Monday to establish the iden- 
tity of a patrolman, whose apparent neg- 
lect of duty at a critical moment is 
believed to have resulted in the death 
of-a fellow officer. 

Chiefs Creecy and Smith believe that 
this policemen could have and should 
have intercepted Oscar Jackson, the 1’7- 
year-old negro, who nas confessed that 
he shot and killed Patrolman Lemuel R 
Joyce at Compton and Chouteau avenues 
at 3 a. m. March 31. 

Jackson's confession was made to Chief 
Smith at the Boonville Reform School, 
Sunday. 

He was brought to St. Louis Sunday 
night and is in the holdover pending ap- 


plication for a warrant charging 
with murder in the first degree. 

In a talk with a cellmate before be- 
ing takc1. to Boonville, Jackson ad- 
mitted that he killed Boyce. The cell- 
mate was sworn to Secrecy. Before 
going to the Penitentiary Saturday 
to serve a two-year sentence for 
burglary the cellmate told Chief Jai: 
Guard Charles Gockley of the admis- 
sion. Warden Wolf got a written 
Statement from the cellmate, but re- 
fused to divulge his. name. 

Jackson made the same statement 
Monday to Judge Saie as he made to 
Chief Smith. 


Policeman Let Him Runa. 

He says in his signed statement that 
when he was running away from a sa- 
loon which he tried to rol and from 
which he fled when the proprietor fired 
three shots at him from a second-story 
window, he was stopped by a policeman, 
who asked him where the shooting was. 

He said ‘‘hack there,.”’ and the police- 
man made no effort to -letain him. H» 
continued east on Chouteau avenue anil 
at Cardinal avenue he was stopped by 
Boyce. whom he shot and killed. 

A short time after Boyce was killew 
Jackson wag arrested on a charge or 
robbing John Ozanick’s tailor shop at 
2701 Chouteau avenue. 

While held on the burglary charge 
Jackson was in daily contact with many 
policemen, but none of them suspected 
him of being Boyce’s slayer, for whom 
$1000 reward was offered. 

After shooting Boyce, Jackson went 
to his home at 2311 Papin street. He 
was greatly excited und he told his 
mother he had killed a policeman. He 
continued to live at home until his ar- 
rest on the burglary charge, of which 
he was convicteu and sentenced to the 
State Reform School at Boonville May 
15. 

The awful secret which her son had 
confided to her so preyed on Mrs. 
Jackson’s mind that she told another 
negress, who “tipped off'’’ the police. 

Mother Identified Revolver. 

For nearly a month the detective de- 
partment has been working on the case. 
Detectives Shannon and Byrnes learned 
that Jackson had pawned a revolver 
and they found it .n a second-hand 
stom at Fifteenth and Market streets. 
Jacibon's mother, not knowing the pur- 
pose of the investigation, identified the 
weapon. 

»aturday she was taken to the Four 
Courts and spent the entire day be- 
hind closed doors in conference with 
Chief Smith and Detectives Kilker and 
Geraghty. In explanation of her pres- 
ence it was given out that she was 
making an affidavit to be used as the 
basis of charges against a detective. 

With the information obtained from 
the mother Chief Smith wet to Boon- 
ville Saturday night. He obtuined from 
Jackson a signed confession witnessed 
by G. 3S. MacMahon and E. §S. Church, 
attendants at the Reform School. 


Jackson says that after he passed 
the first policeman he almost ran into 
the arms of Boyce at Cardinal and 
Chouteau avenues. 

Boyce asked him what he was doing 
out so late and he said he worked in a 
foundry and was going home from 
work.

ANNULS DIVORCES 


Lawyers Seek to Overthrow East 
St. Louis City Court 
Ruling. 





East St. Louis lawyers apé busily en- 
gaged in digging through old decisions 
of the court8 concerning the legality of 
service by publication in City Courts, 
in an effort to offset the ruling of Judge 
Moyers of the East St. Louis City Court 
Saturday, as told exclusively in Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. If the ruling is 
made final, lawyers say it will invalidate 
several hundred. divorces granted at for- 
mer terms of the court. 

Service by publication has not been 
questioned heretofore, and when Judge 
Moyers made his ruling Saturday, refus- 
ing to hear evidence in several divorce 
cases in which publication service had 
been had, it took the lawyers, as well as 


their clients, by surprise. The question 
has been left open for final decision next 
Saturday. 


Law in the Case. 


The Illinois statute provides that serv- 
ice by publication may be had on de- 
fendants who are not residents of 
Illinois on whom so personal serv- 
ice can be had. In authorizing the es- 
tablishment of City Courts, which have 
concurrent jurisdiction with . Circuit 
Courts except in murder cases, the law 
limits the jurisdiction of these courts to 
service of porcess within the limits of 
the city in which the court is located. 

In a recent decision by the Illinois Su- 


preme Court the question of publication 
was touched on in an insurance case, 
but lawyers do not agree as to the exact 
meaning of the decision.

Law League Will Put Evidence of 
Owners Before That Body 
Sept. 5. 











The Law Enforcement League, under 
the direction of Attorney C. E. B'air, is 
busy gathering data to submit to the 
grand jury Sept. 5, on which the organ- 
ization hopes to obtain indictments 
against real estate agents of dwellings 
that are said to be occupied for im- 
moral purposes. 

“We have to be very careful in this 
work,” said Attorney Blair to a Post- 
Dispatch reporter Monday, “‘but we are 
satisfied that we have sufficient evi- 
dence to get indictments against at 
least five real estate firms. The cases 
will be presented under Section 2203 of 
the State statutes, which holds responsi- 
ble a real estate firm for renting a 
house or building of any kind for pur- 
poses detrimental to public morals. 

“We decided that it would not be ad- 
visable to bring the actions against the 
property owners because many know 
nothing about the character of the per- 
sons occupying their property. 

The real estate agent is the man who 
knows to whom he ts leasing and he is 
the one we will try to hold responsible 
in this crusade. We have started to clean 
the city of these objectionable places. 
We have within three weeks forced 
three notorious women out and we have 
many other places under investigation.’’

Riot in Grove. 
The riot was in a grove at Third and 


Water streets. Two gangs of wor 
men from the car shops were th 
drinking. Fach gang had a keg of t 
on tap. In one gang were about 
Italians, in the other about the sam 
number of Americans. There has t 
bad feeling between the American a 
Italian workmen in the shops ever s’nc 
150 Italians were put to work there fou 
months ago. 

All day Sunday the tw gangs lounged 


the trees, drinking more and more beer 
and glaring at each other with ever-in-« 
creasing hatred. At sundown all weré 
drunk enough to forget everything ex- 
cept their racial hatred, and then the 
clash came and the battle began. 


Amertenans Blamed. 
The Italians say that the Americans 


formed in battle array and rushed upon 
them with clubs and stones. Several 
Italians were soon upon the ground, un- 
conscious and helpless. Over their pros- 
trate bodies the battle raged. One Ital- 
jan drew a clasp knife and fought his 
way out of the crowd, slashing right 
and left, and ran away. Another drew 
a murderous-looking dagger and 
stabbed De Roy, who was getting the 
best of him with his fists. 

The battle was won by the American 
workmen. The Italians retreated, car- 
rying with them several of their num- 
ber who were beaten so badly they 


could not walk. 
Wounded Man Again Hort, 


When it was seen that De Roy was 
stabbed his brother was sent for and 
he came with a buggy and started home 
with him. On the way the horse bolted 


the buggy to the ground, the fall re- 
opening the dagger wound and decréas- 
ing his chances of recovery. 

The Sheriff is looking for the Italian 
who stabbed De Roy, but has small 
chance of finding him. The Sheriff says 
that the riot was a direct result of the 
“lid.” because if beer could have been 
had at saloons the gangs would not 
have been in a grove drinking from 
kegs.

Moody, through Mr. Morrison, who has 
been succeeded as District Attorney by 
Mr. Simms, had determined to preceed 
against the Alton. He ordered a spo- 
cial grand jury to investigate the rail- 
road. The presentation of the facts to 
a grand jury could have no other re- 
sult than indictment. Upon the issu- 
ance of Judge Landis’ order, the Alton’s 
counsel set up a strong protest declar- 
ing both road and officers had been 
promised immunity for their service to 
the Government. 


This was the first disclosure of a pact 
between the Department of Justice and 
the road. It was declared~ that the 
agreement had been entered into 15 
months before, at the inception of the 
proceedings against the Standard, and 
that Attornev-General Moody's action 
was binding upon his successor. The 
matter was referred to Attorney-Gen-

Will Affect Other Cases, 


The decision by Attorney-General 
Bonaparts may have an important bear- 
ing on all prosecutions for rebating now 
under way by the Department of Jus- 
tice.

REV. MR. MATHEWS. 


There are certain pet’ phrases I do 
not like, and one of them is “a 
safo man.” When I hear this ex- 
pression, instantly there leaps into 
my mind the idea of a dead man! 
A man had better have some snap, 
so as to break a trace once in a 
while or tear something, than be a 
nonentity. 

City churches make a mistake in 
demanding a “skyrocket” style of 
preaching. Such preaching lacks’ 
claws, or its nails are so pared 
away that they cannot scratch and 
its teeth so worn down that they 
cannot bite. Their words are like 
a sweet tune on a flute flung to 
the winds and forgotten. 

An impassioned heart draws the 
whole man, body, will and intelli- 
gence, after it. It is locomotive 
engineering, it is tide and it Is 
wind. 

Some are always discussing how 
to reach the masses. It is not a 
matter for discussion. Jesus settled 

that. He tells how to reach the 





masses—go to them. 








Plague twice and flood once spared 
the life of Rev. Dr. John Mathews, dean 
of the Southern Methodist ministry, 
for a peaceful death, closing a life 
of which 56 years were spent in 
preaching. 

Some of the oldest and most widely 
known of the St. Louis Protestant 
clergy will take part in the funeral, 
to be held Wednesday morning at 10 
o’clock from Centenary Church, 
where he served two pastorates, the 
first four and the second five years 
in length. 

He died Sunday afternoon at his 
home, 3441 Pine street. An illness of 
several months left him unconscious 
since Saturday, and his life was pro- 
longed many hours longer than the 
attending physicians deemed  pos- 
sible. 

Was Ordained at 20, 

At the Tennessee annual conference, 
held in Nashville in November, 1846. 
John Mathews was ordained as a cir- 
cuit preacher. He was then 20 years 
old: Beginning his work at a time 
when the State was rent by politicai 
issues, the young preacher first at- 
tracted notice by fitting words for a 
children’s seng to a tune then be- 
ing used in the Whig campaign. 

Complaint was made to the presid- 
ing elder that “‘Brother Mathews has 
ruined himself and injured the church 
by singing Whig sons.” This appre- 
hension proved to be groundless, as 
his next Sunday’s congregation was 
much larger than before, and the man 
who had complained to the presiding 
elder shouted in his enthusiasm over 
the service. This did not please the 
minister, and when the man ap- 
proached him after service, he asked, 
“How dare you shout?” 

Was Strict Churchman, 

Two years later, stationed at Fayette- 
ville, Tenn., the young minister took a 
stand for strict enforcement of Method- 
ist discipline, and a young man and 
woman who had attended a circus, “in 
the face of warning,” as he relates, 


were expelled from the church. The 
man later expressed penitence, re-en- 
tered the church and became a minister 
of distinction. 

In 1851 Rev. Mathews was placed over 
Andrew Chapel, Nashville, because of 
his reputation as one who enforced the 
laws of the church. An appeal for mis- 
sionaries for California. then more re- 
mote from Tennessee than is India to- 
day, caught the young clergyman’s en- 
thusiasm, and, ‘‘without carefully in- 
vestigating the conditions,’’ as he later 
related, he volunteered. The journey 
was made by way of New York and 
Panama, and took nearly six weeks. 


Abandons Western Field. 
Remaining for six months in various 
parts of California, he came to the con- 
clusion that, owing to sectional preju- 
dice, the attempt to inaugurate the work 
of the Southern Methodist Church there 
was a mistake. He obtained a re-trans- 


fer to Tennessee, and returned there. 
Resuming his work at Fayetteville, 
Rev. Mr. Mathews gave much atten- 
tion to work among the negroes. While 
preaching among them he was stricken 
rhe cholera and was for a tim? near 
death. 5 

In 1855 he was sent to Florence, Ala., 
and there met Miss Mary A. Menefe, 
he married in April, 1%? She 
‘survives him, with two sons,. William 
,T. and John B. Mathews, and two 
daughters, Mrs. John O. Keener an 
Mrs. C. M. Hawkins. All live in &t. 
Louis. 





Goes to New Orleans, 

After several years in Alabama he 
Was transferred to New Orieans. At 
his first sermon. in Felicity Street 
Church he used a metapho: drawn from 
the game of baseball, and Wes severely 
criticised by some in the church for 
encouraging a sport on which sone 
pious persons then frowned. 

After passing unharmed through sev- 
eral periods when yellow fever ‘was 
prevalent+ in New Orleans, lie Was 
Stricken with the disease White in the 
| puipit at Carondelet Street Church. ,Pub- 
lie services were he!d_ to rey for. his 
recovery., On the fAfti™ day it Was an- 
nounced that he would live. 

This was the third acute peril to his 
life. The second had been when, as a 
presiding elder, he strove to cross the 
swollen Alabama river on horseback.

He remained in New Orleans until 
1h81, when he was transferred to Kan- 
sas City. In 1886 he came to St. Louis 
as pastor of Centenary church, remain- 
ing there-four years. He served three 
vears at St. John’s, then at Locust 
street and Ewing avenue, and a second 
pastorate of five years at Centenary, 
the rules of the church being stretched 
to permit his last year there. He was 
transferred to McKendree church at 
Nashville, and was superannuated in 
190. He then returned to St. Louls to 
make his home. 

During his first pastorate at Cente- 
nary, Dr. Mathews preached in behalf of 
the chorus girls of an opera company, 
which had been stranded in the city, 
and took up a collection in their be- 
half.

ministers. Dr. Mathews refused to en- 
gage in controversy, but took some or 
his critics to see “the show,” which’ 
overcame their objections. 

His opposition defeated a plan for a 
Methodist camp meeting on the city’s 
outskirts. " He held that it would en- 
courage Sabbath-breaking, and that the 
enterprise was backed by a street car 
company. 

In 1896 Dr. Mathews was criticized for 
attending @ Bryan rally, at which the 
candidate spoke. He defended his ac- 
tion in-the pulpit, not exnressing a pref- 
candidates, but main- 
taining his right to attend a political 
meeting.

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LABOR’S GREAT DAY. 

There will be‘nothing servile and sorrowful in 
the labor demonstration to be witnessed in St. 
Louis today. The labor which marches is free, 
- proud and self-reliant. 

In other countries when labor has marshalled 
its forces in public it has often been with menaces 
and .with manifestations of discontent. That is 
not the spirit of Labor day. 

Labor day typifies and glorifies toil which is 
independent without arrogance and which, though 
ambitious, respects the rights of others. Our 
labor, as was said two generations ago, does not 
solicit the patronage of capital, for capital so- 
licits the aid of labor. 

The ancient guilds of England had something 
of the spirit and self-respect as well as the priv- 
fleges of American labor today, but with that ex- 
- ception no country in the world has had workers 





~ 80 well organized, so capable, so intelligent and 


60 content as those of the United States. 

Labor’s song here is not one of sorrow and of 
tears. It is not mournful and in a minor key, 
as so much of the literature of all lands would 
have us believe it must necessarily be. It is ex- 
ultant and joyful. It does not mournfully la- 
ment toil as a curse. It hails it triumphantly as 
a blessing, carrying with it comfort and oppor- 
tunity and progress. 

Not all of our workers march. Not all of them 
are organized. But the crowded ranks of labor’s 
disciplined army which will move in a hundred 
cities today will be splendidly representative of 
the most intelligent and the most productive 
labor in the world—the best combination of brain 
and brawn of which there is any record. 

American citizenship has made this develop- 
ment possible. Through that citizenship we have 
inculcated respect for law, a regard for others 
and an appreciation of publie duty which has 
been found lacking in any serious degree only oc- 
casionally. Of as much importance as abundant 
natural resources are these qualities of the higher 
life. Where justice abides in the breasts of in- 
dividuals it has its most conspicuous throne. 

The sentiment of Labor day, therefore, may 
well appeal to every toiler by hand or by brain, 
whether organized or unorganized. The pageants 
of the hour are full of meaning to all. They 
glorify free labor. They teach the dignity of 
toil. They show forth the brotherhood of men. 
They are rich with promise for the race. 

It should be the purpose of every man charged 
‘with leadership in this movement to act with 
such moderation and such justice as never by 
‘word or by. deed to check the mighty advance 
which is now in progress.

To Democrats in general it must be refreshing 
to discover that they have one conspicuous lead- 
er who can discuss the larger problems of the 
republic without so much as a suggestion of So- 
cialism or radicalism.

One trouble with both of the old parties is that 
two or three men have been doing all of the talk- 
ing for them.

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BURTON AT THE WATERWAY MEETING. 

Why is Theodore E. Burton’s name on the list 
of speakers for the coming waterways convention 
at Memphis? Why does he head the program? 
What is he doing in that camp? 

Not long ago the halls of Congress and the 
news columns of the country rang with the Ohio 
Representative’s hostility to Mississippi River 
improvement. A power in appropriations, he 
made a fight memorable for violence and bitter- 
ness. 

Now he is scheduled to speak on “Our River 
and Harbor Policy,” and if the Memphis conven- 
tion is not careful, he will turn it into a propa- 
ganda for diverting Mississippi appropriations 
into channels local to Cleveland and his constitu- 
ency. Everybody knows what “Our’’ river and 
harbor policy is. “Our” seat in the House de- 
pends upon it entirely, and “Our” practical poli- 
tics will not go to sleep at Memphis. 

Mr. Burton represents the most powerful poli- 
tics that river improvement will have to fight, 
and if he does not knife the movement to death he 
will fail of his presumable mission and disappoint 
the interests behind him. 

One of the heaviest tasks of the campaign for 
a deepened Mississippi will be the education of 
those interests to the fact that a midcontinent 
waterway will not hurt, but on the contrary will 
vastly benefit the Great Lakes, their harbors and 
incident canals. 

River improvement will not militate against ap- 
propriation for the Lakes. It will compel addi- 
tional development and improvement of lake and 
canal transportation. Perhaps Mr. Burton knows 
this now, but it is doubtful. 
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A troop of real cowpunchers is to greet the 
President when he reaches St. Louis. We are to 
be both picturesque and patriotic in showing 
him how deep the Mississippi ought to be.

FOLK’S RECORD. 


To the Eéitor of the Post-Dispatch. 

I read your editorial on Mr. Folk as a 
Presidential possibility with much in- 
terest, and was surprised at what 
seemed to me the injustice of it. You

aine Republican. Governor Folk has 
enforced the law requiring saloons to 
close on Sunday. In doing this he did 
what his oath of office required him to 
do. There is not a public man in this 
State today who would dare get up in 
public and oppose Governor Folk’g pol- 
icy In this respect. But because he en- 
forced the saloon laws does he deserve 
the epithet of Sabbatarian? As a mat- 
ter of fact the large cities of Missouri 
enjoy more liberty ugder the law than 
any cities in America. The law per- 
mits baseball, theaters and other places 
of amusement. The only places our 
Sunday law positively prohibits are open 
saloons. This is the law Governor Folk 
has enforced. Is he to be condemned 
for it? I believe his action is ap- 
proved by a large majority of the good 
people of St. Louis. 

Your editortal says Mr. Folk is a good 
prosecutor of graft and lawlessness, 
but you say more than that Is needed 
in a President. You are correct in say- 
ing that more than the qualities of pros- 
ecuting lawlessness are needed in a 
President, but are not these qualities 
some of the most important a Presf- 
dent should have? These are the qual- 
ities Mr. Roosevelt has to such a 
marked degree, and that have made his 
administration a success. These qual- 
lities would cause Mr. Folk to prosecute 
the trusts, illegal combinations of cap- 
ital and to eradicate graft of every 
kind. If these were his chief qualifi- 
cations he would not be unfitted for the 
Presidency, but the records show he 
has still other essential qualifications. 
Read Governor Folk’s messages to the 
Legislatures, and look at the statute 
books of the State, and you will find 
constructive statesmanship. You pub- 
lished at the close of the legislative ses- 
sion a list of laws Mr. Folk had rec- 
ommended, which were enacted. Some 
of the more important ones are: 

The public utilities bill, that will save 
the people of the State millions of dol- 
lars. This failed to pass at the regu- 
lar session, and Governor Folk called 
the Legislature Into extra session to 
enact it, which the Legislature did. Then 
there is the two-cent fare law, rec- 
ommended in Governor Folk’s message. 
Then the State primary law; the anti- 
lobby law; the maximum freight rate 
bill; the good road laws; child labor 
law; tax amendment to the Constitu.- 
tion: anti-discrimination law; anti- trust 
laws; insurance reform laws; race-track 
law; mining fellow-servant law; dram- 
shop law. All of these were enacted as 
the result of recommendations of Goy- 
ernor Folk. During what other five ad- 
ministrations have as many important 
laws for the benefit of the people been 
enacted? I have seen ft stated and I
